State man on 
FBI wanted list 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ben¬ 
jamin Hoskins Paddock, a na¬ 
tive of Sheboygan, Wis , and an 
escaped bank robber, was put 
on the FBI’s list of 10 most 
wanted fugitives Tuesday. 

Paddock, 42, has been sought 
since Doc. 31 when he escaped 
from a federal prison facility 
at La Tuna, Tex., where he was 
serving a 20-year term. 

He has been diagnosed as a 
psycopath, the FBI said, and 
must be considered “extremely 
dangerous.’* 

Known to the underworld as 
•‘Chrome Dome’* b c? c a u s e ho 
shaves his head, Paddock’s 
criminal record began in 1946 
when he was convicted in Illi¬ 
nois on 10 auto theft charges 
and five counts of “confidence 
game” operations 

Paddock is 6 loot 4 and 245 
pounds, and is known as an 
avid bridge player, lie smokes 
both cigars and cigarettes and 
enjoys expensive steak dinners. 
He is known as a frequent gam¬ 
bler and as an enthusiastic 
viewer of sports events on tele¬ 
vision. While in prison, he serv 
ed as an umpire for softball and 
baseball games. 

The fugitive is described as 
being egotistical and arrogant 
but also subject to suicidal ten¬ 
dencies. Paddock has a scar 
over Ins right eyebrow, another 
on his right knee and a birth¬ 
mark on Ins left ankle. His eyes 
are gray or green and he may 
be wearing glasses or contact 
lenses. 

In the past, Paddock has 
worked as a salesman, service 
station operator, promoter, elec¬ 
trician and automobile mechan¬ 
ic and has pursued such hobbies 
as ham radio and stock car rac¬ 
ing.

here in 1955 to join WISN ra¬ 
dio. 

His firsts in radio included the 
first daytime serial, “Henry 
Adams,” and the first electrical¬ 
ly transcribed show. In 1927, 
he was picked in a magazine 
poll as the nation’s top broad¬ 
caster. 


MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Fed¬ 
eral Judge Myron Gordon in a 
surprise move Wednesday dis¬ 
missed federal charges against 
10 war protesters on grounds it 
would be impossible to seat an 

impartial jury because of ad¬ 
verse publicity. 

The 10 were among 15 accus¬ 
ed in connection with the loot¬ 
ing and burning of draft records 
from the state selective service 
office here last September. Two 
of the protesters Tuesday plead¬ 
ed guilty to charges of interfer- 
ring with the Selective Service 
system, and Gordon dismissed 
two other charges. 

Eleven of the 12 protesters 
were sentenced last week to 


prison terms on state charges 
in the case. 

Gordon, who had expressed 
earlier criticism of pre - trial 
publicity, said he decided upon 
dismissal after questioning 142 

prospective jurors and hearing 
their responses. Also, he said, 
there had been extensive publi¬ 
city in the state trial. 

U.S. Atty. Robert Lerner ob¬ 
jected in the courtroom after 
the climactic announcement, 
and said he will ask the justice 
department in Washington to 
file an appeal with the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Chicago. 

Lerner said he felt the trial 
could have been recessed to a 
later date “when the atmo¬ 


sphere would have cooled 
down.” Or the judge could have 
brought in more jurors, Lerner 
said. 

“The judge acted on his own 
motion,” Lerner said. 

“These men will probably be 
taken to Waupun today or to¬ 
morrow” to begin their state 
sentences,” Lerner said. Sepa¬ 
rate trials were to be held for 

the remaining two defendants. 

The guilty pleas Tuesday 
were made by Rev. Robert F. 
Cunnane, 36, Stoughton, Mass., 
a Catholic priest, and the Rev. 
John H. Higginbotham Jr., 28, 
Washington D.C., a minister of 
the Church of Scientology.

PARIS (IJPl) Former Pre¬ 
mier Antoine Pinny, one of 
France’s most respected elder 
statesmen, Wednesday publicly 
endorsed Georges Pompidou m 
the presidential raee 

Pinny, 77, a conservative, 
was prime minister in 1932 
during the Fourth Republic. As 
Charles de Gaulle’s finance 
minister in 1958 59, he was 
largely responsible for halting 
runaway monetary inflation and 
launching the Gaullist new 
franc. 

“1 think Pompidou is the 
candidate offering the best 
guarantees because he will be 
elected by a more homogenous 
majority,” Pinay told newsmen. 
“His experience in public life 
will meet most effectively the 
needs of the situation. 0 

With three campaigning days 
left before Sunday’s runoff 
election, tin* Pinay endorsement 
was expected to give an added 
boost to Gaullist Pompidou, 
already generally favored to 
win.
